Justice of British 
Rule in India 


Bishop Tells the Secret of Great 
. Britain’s Great Success in 
‘ the Far East 


Absolute Justice. This is the: se- 
cret of the success of British rule in 
India, according 
Robinson, of Bengalore, India, -. 

Bishop Robinson, is in a. position 
to speak with some authority on In- 


. dia, for he has been engaged in mis- 


sion work on behalf of the .Metho- 
dist Episcopal church of the United 
States for the past 42 years. 

“It is beyond description, the great 
foyalty, of the English people,” . said 


Bishop ‘Robinson, who is. an Ameri-| 


can. “If one had nat seen it* for 
one’s self, it would be impossible te 
conceive of the intense regard: Indic 
-has for Great: Britain.:’ “The Maha 
rajah«of»Mysore, where I live,. gave 
a million dollars\to the British catise 
besides contributions © of — highly 
equipped batteries. and other arms of 
the © Service. “Another Maharajah 
gave as much as two million dollars. 
All the native princes have 
much, and: British India, asa whole, 


has been wonderiully loyal. It is a} 
magnificent. tribute to the British 
people and is accounted for by - the 
fact»that everyone in, India, -td-the 


lowest class coolie; knows that he is 
absolutely sure of justice, no matter 
what his grievance may be. The 
Indian civil service is magnificent. 
The supreme court judges are abso- 
lutely beyond suspjcion, In all the 
time I. have lived in India I have 
never, heard a breath of suspicion 
against one of them. British rule of 
India has been termed ‘benevolent 


despotism,’ but it is a rule that metes | 


out © justice. The native Hindus 
would rather have their cases heard: 
by a British judge than by one. of 
their own judges, of which, of course, 
they have many, all highly paid and 
most efficient. men. t 

“India is heart and soul with Great 
Britaih in» the ‘present war. They 
fear the Germans. Why? Because 
Great Britain has left the Indian re- 
ligious .seatiments absolutely alone. 
They have not interfered with: them 
in any respect in this’ way, while, if 
the Germans were victors in the 
struggle, the native Hindu has good 
reason to fear that the victors would 
violate this rule.” 


Bishop Robinson is — optimistic 
over the growth. of Christianity in 
India., In his 42 years’ labor in the 


cduntry he notices great progress in 
the work: When the war started it 
was feared by Christian workers, he 
said, that there would be a revulsion 
of feeling among the Hindus . and 
that they would look with contempt 
on the religion, the leading expon- 
ents. of.which were at war killing 
each other. off. Such has not been 
the case, however. 
of awe had taken hold of ‘the people 
and the religious sentiment in the 
face of the great crisis has strength- 
ened in India as in the’ other nations 
of the world. 

“There are two great religions in 
India, ‘the Hinduism’ and “Moham- 
medanism, and incidentally to the 


antagonistic feeling-~-betwepn WAPa “ese: 


- _ -— sedans a 
ewovstcuvns ao ine Unristidans “owe 
much of their immunity from open 
opposition. While the followers ° of’ 
these two great beliefs are at dag- 


gers drawn in many matters, in one}

other self-governing colonies. “he 
educated Hindu, and there is much 
learning and culture among the Hin- 
dus, believe they are capable of 
self-government, forgetting, ore is 
tempted to say, the millions of Hin- 
dus who as yet cannot either read 
or write. With such a wonderful

A Palace of Hay , 


At: a harvest festival held at Bi- 
shop, Cal., the other day, the princi- 
pal attraction was a great palace built 
of alfalfa, The city of. Bishop is lo- 
in a hay-growing centre, so 
there. was ample material’ with which 
to rear the unique structure. Baled 
alfalfa — more than one thousand 
tons of it—was used, and a ntimber 
of men. were employed .for several 
weeks on the job. 

The palace’ was’ designed to be an 
exhibit hall. It was ninety feet. wide 
and one hundred and seventy feet 
long, beautifully proportionéd, with 
an imposing entrance and walls tur- 
reted all the way around, At night 
it was outlined witli hundreds of elec- 
tric lights, making a _ picture more 
charming than it presented by day. 
It was built around and under tower- 
ing Lombardy poplar and other trees 
and was open to the sky, but so ar- 
ranged that all exhibits which re- 
quired shade were protected.

We work the watches like 
this. H and I come on duty at 
twelve midnight, and we are relieved 
at 6 am. Those who come on at 6 
‘a.m. stay until 12 midday, and so on, 
all doing six hours each. Between 
times we have two hours patrol duty. 
Our duties consist of. keeping a sharp 
lookout and answering calls. e

Life of the Average Farm Implement 
Only About Half as Long as 
it Should Be ? 


Maybe the question is a little im- 
pertinent, but we are going to ask 
it anyway. Where is your drill, plan- 
ter, mower, binder, tillage tools, étc.? 
Yourself is the one to whom the an- 
swer should be given. atid it is: up to 
each oné to make his answer such as 
will satisfy. himself., 

A reliable authority who has un- 
usual... opportunities for’ finding out 
the real conditions upon, this: import- 
ant question estimates that “‘over 
fifty million dollars’ worth of farm 
machines stand continuously uncared 
for in all the weathers of the four 
seasons.” He “also states’ that “one 
state has shown, that forty-six. per 
cent, of farmers, nearly half, leave 
all their machines out under open 
sky. Only sixteen per cent. house all 
their tools.” 

Is it any. wonder that we are called 
a wasteful nation when we allow fifty 
million dollars’ worth of valuable 
property to depreciate in the most ra- 
pid manner? Do you have a share 
in this enormous waste? If so, why? 
Is it because it is more economical 
{to buy machinery than to take care 
{of it? 4 

The extraordinary conditions 
which prevail at present, and -which 
will continue to prevail for at least a 
;few years, are bound to exert an in- 
fluence. upon the supply and  prob- 
ably upon the price of farm machin- 
ery. Metal is used extensively in the 
construction of the vast majority of 
modern farm implements and mach- 
| ines. The various metals are also in 
great demand by the nations at war, 
and as a result they have not only 
advanced greatly in price but there 
tis~also~considerable difficulty in ob- 

taining an ample supply~of-that com- 
modity. It is entirely possible that 
conditions may develop which _ will 
make it impossible to promptly and 
completely supply the demand’ for 
farm machinery. 

The unusual conditions make it of 
ore than ordinary imiportance that 
the machines and implements be so 
ies for that another season of ser- 
vite may be obtained from them if 
necessary. 'As a matter of fact, the 
life of the average farm implement is 
only about half as long as it should 
;be and the reason they are so short 
lived is that they are allowed to de- 
teriorate much more. during the sea- 
son: when they are not in use than 
they do while at work. Rusted met- 
als, rotted wood, the neglect of com- 
plicated and delicate parts, are the 
principal factors in putting machines 
out of commission. 

The right time to put a machine 
away is just as soon as its werb is

In ¢onnection with. instruction in 
agriculture and nature study in the 
public schools the ‘department of 
education, through its diréctors of 
school agriculture, has carried on a 
campaign during the past two years, 
having for its aim the improvement 
of school grounds, f 

Many ‘addresses, 
by lantern slides, have-been given at 
meetings of teachers, trustees and 
others on this subject and the value 
and need of more beautiful surround- 
ings for the school and the pupils 
has beén: emphasized, ©The depart- 
ment has made arrangements to. sup- 
ply school districts with trees and 
shrubs obtained from the forestry 
branch, Indian Head, or the govern- 
ment nurseries at Regina. 

“The ‘trustees have been asked to 
properly prepare the ground for 
these trees by thorough summer fal- 
lowing and the directors have often 
given assistance by providing the 
school officials with . suitable _ plans. 
School boards sometimes desire to 
obtain results too quickly and are 
not always ready to comply with the 
conditions laid down ‘by the depart- 
ment, which in: some cases has re- 
sulted in delaying the shipment: of 
trees required. In the spring of this 
year about 100 districts were supplied 
with trees, shrubs and perennials 
after the ground had been properly 
prepared, - ‘ 

More-than 100 applications for 
trees next spring have been receiv- 
ed, but the directors find that in a 
few cases the necessary work on the 
ground has not been’ done, owing, 
perhaps, to the scarcity of labor or 
to lack of enthusiasm on the part of 
the’ trustees. However, a good many 
districts, about ninety, have. well 
Prepared the ground and will be sup- 
|plied with the material required in 
the spring of 1917.—Saskatoon.’ Star.

“We are. all glad to believe chat 
most western people now entertain 
reasonable and proper views. of the 
value of our eastern ports and the 
necessity -for their rapid develop- 
ment, but doubtless there are © still 
some who look askance at proposals 
for large federal expenditures at 
Halifax and St. John. One lesson the 
war should teach is that this coun- 
try should nat be dependent upon 
American channels for its trade at 
any season of the year. Canada as a 
nation can never realize itself in the 
fullest sense until its own seaports 
are so equipped as to give free inter- 
course at all seasons to inter-impe- 
rial trade. Whatever natiotial expen- 
diture may be necessary i$ fully jus- 
tified and should never be regarded 
by one section of the country as a 
sop thrown to another section. Pro- 
Vincialism has its place, fo-doubt, but 
there is a broad nationalism © which 
must be fostered and devéloped, and 
which will perceive clearly the rela- 
tion and importance in a national 
sense of an all-round development of 
national channels of communication.”

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The Contemptible 


Inexhaustible Strength oi Britain 
Portrayed By American 
Writer 


The New York ‘Tribune has an art- 
icle by Arthur ‘Gleason under thé 
title. “The Contemptible . Little 
Army,” tn which he ‘says in effect 
that the British» have no sense of 
and seldom made out-a 
good case.

“Now, while it is a pity to puzzle 
us who. are Americans, there is no 
serious harm in it.

Little Army |, Value of Kenping Account of All 


Farm Matcrial 


Have you ever kept track of your 
farm business by taking an invent- 
ory once a year, or by .keeping ac- 
count of all receipts and expendi- 
tures? I’ have done both. For a 
‘ime I kept account of all receipts 
and. all expenses, but there rere 
many. things about this tkh~¢ did. not 
prove entirely satisfactory © when the. 
accounts were referred to later, so 
that part was discontinued. But tak- 
ing an inventory was always inter- 
esting and has: not been neglected: 
I do it the last day of the year, 
though it is not important just what 
date it is done if it is the same date 
each: year. If it is done at the close 
of the year, then you have some re- 
ference to turn to in case your meni- 
ory fails when the assessor is inter- 
viewing you. 

Take account of all the farm ani- 
mals, putting a fair cash value on 
them.-_Some prefer just keeping the 
number one has on band: bit to fin- 
ish up the account to a balance a cash 
value will have to be put on things. 
In case of farm implements deduct 
ten per cent. each year from cost 
price till three-fourths of the cost 
price has been deducted, then carry 
them on at one-fourth price as long 
as they are usable and stay out of the 
junk pile, The market value of grain 
is easy to get at and the amounts 
can be told close enough for such 
purposes with the rules and meas- 
urements for grain in bin or crib, and 
hay in the mow, but hay in stack is 
some gucss work, Real estate is put 
down at price paid. All moneys and 
credits, and all forms of indebtedness 
have a place here. Then, when the 
account is balanced, it can easily ‘be 
seen how much better or worse off 
you are than you were a year ago.—
